Thomas Marsh, The case as It stands 
Is this: 

I Mr. Marsh, u spectator of the tight 
ibetween the McGill students and the 
1 unreal police lost October, waa struck 
mi the head liy a large stone, thrown 
'by sonic thoughtless person during the 
excitement 

The moment he was Btruok Mr. 
.Marsh dropped senseless and remained 
m that condition for two days: and for 
sixteen days after reeoverelng 
consciousness was kitd up In the 
ltoyal Victoria Hospital In a more or 
less critical condition. 

ills misfortune was not confined 
merely to the loss of sixteen days but 
his eyesight has been seriously affect- 
ed ; so seriously In fact that he lost his 
position, whl h he luul held for ten 
years. To u young man this loss of 
position might not have been such a seri- 
ous matter, lull to Mr. Marsh, who is 
now an elderly man. It is a decidedly 
serious question, and has been so during 
the i>asi summer, He says, in a letter 
to I H'an Moyse. dated Oct. 8 th, 1UI3: 

"It Is very hard to get suitable em- 
ployment and what little I had been 
ml le to save has gone and It has in- 
deed been a very hard struggle for me 
to live this Bummer."

The experiments Were Conducted by- 
es of pigeons and by 

forcing them to a maximum of egg 
production. It was found as a result 
that eggs laid In the spring and early 
summer, when the parent birds were 
at the height of vigor, Invariably pro- 
duced males. Those laid fr.nn mid- 
summer on. after the vitality of the 
parent birds was decreasing produced 
females. 

"That (he sex of the human pro- 
geny can be controlled similarly Is as 
yet Impossible to say," said Dr. Kid- 
dle. "Th.. facts gained, however, seem 

to Indicate that sex in human beings 

is controlled also and the experiments 
suggest means of accomplishing thai 
result. 

"They show that with the birds sex 
bus a rjunntatlve rather than 11 quali- 
tative basis, that there an- no 'un- 
bridgeable gaps' between the sexes 
and that eggs which produce male and 
female contain the same matter, but 

in varying ratios of composition. 

"From this data the conclusion was 
reached that, biologically, the male 
sex was superior t.. the female and 

thai the designation of 'weaker sex' as 

applied to women was accurate scien- 
tifically in spit., of the current up- 
heaval by the militant suffragettes.

sexes do so in accordance with the 
amount of term energy tiny contain, 
nr. Kiddle emphasised in bis an- 
nouncement that one part of these ex- 
perlments is only a verification and a 
continuation of the work of the late 
PTÔfessor C. O. Whitman of the Uni- 

versify of Chicago, who died without 
making public the extent of bis re- 
saerches,

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THE COUNCIL'S POLICY 



That the undergraduates as a body, realize the unfortunate 
position in which they have been placed by the contraction of a 
huge deficit, was clearly evidenced by the general tone of yester- 
day's meeting. The tendency seems now to lie towards a policy of 
retrenchment in expenditure, and careful supervision over any new 
ventures which may be launched. 

This movement is in direct contrast to the feeling which seem- 
ed to pervade the minds of those who inaugurated certain ill-fated 
schemes last year. The operations conducted by our former "repre- 
sentatives" on the Council can only be described as a saturnalia of 
spending. No attention seemed to have been paid to the fact that 
there was a certain fixed revenue coining in, which had to be used 
to meet certain fixed expenditures. Why it was thought that a 
kind of half-baked department store could be run by a man having 
no previous experience and, as it happened, no capital, is hard to 
explain. The word optimists hardly describes the complacently ta- 
citurn ring who last year were labeled the directly-elected represen- 
tatives of the undergraduate body. Whatever they did in their 
wisdom, however, was no doubt done with a view to furthering the 
students' interests. At any rate, it has been done, and the students 
must now face the problem of paying off the deficit in the best 
way possible. 

This year's Council, as far as can be ascertained from the 
small amount of information given out, is dealing with the question 
squarely. As announced by the president, both in the columns of 
the "Daily" and at yesterday's meeting, financial support has been 
withdrawn from the soccer and English rugby clubs, while ex- 
penses are being cut down all along the line. Th'e most pleasing 
feature, of this policy of retrenchment, however, is the fact that the 
undergraduates realize the necessity for such action and are ready to 
support the Council in carrying it out. Even those who might be 
expected to raise objections, — namely, the members of the soccer 
and rugger clubs, are looking at the matter in the proper light, and 
have made no public protest. It is, no doubt, unfortunate that a 
few of those who pay athletic fees should be refused the same sup- 
port as others who go in for other forms of sport, but it is only 
right that if expenditures are to be cut down, the few should suffer 
rather than the many. 

Although the curtailment of expenditures is an act which af- 
fects the undergraduates most closely, it is not the only step which 
has been taken to ensure a sane and practical student government. 
From this time on, there will be a controller to supervise all expen- 
ditures, and keep a watchful eye on any possible ebullitions of ig- 
norant optimism which may crop out on the students' duly-elected 
representatives. To some, the appointment of an outsider who will 
have supreme authority over money paid directly by the undergrad- 
uates for their common use, may seem a reactionary and, therefore, 
unwise move ; but, when it is remembered that without such super- 
vision we accumulated a tremendous debt, all doubt as to its wis- 
dom must cease. The fact that the controller will be an outsider, 
and will therefore have a different point of view than those at the 
head of undergraduate affairs, should have a steadying influence 
on our governing body; an influence which, unfortunately has 
been sadly lacking in the past. 

To make the latest change in our system of government a suc- 
cess, however, certain things arc necessary; and it might be well to 
call attention to them at this juncture when the attention of the stu- 
dents is directed towards the Council and its supervisor. In the first 
place it is necessary that the man appointed should be in close touch 
with student affairs and in sympathy with the students themselves. 
If this is not the case, there will undoubtedly come a time when the 
undergraduates and their controller disagree. Should this ever hap- 
pen the results would probably be startling to say the least. It 
might also be as well to define exactly the powers which such con- 
trollership would entail. As yet nothing has been said with regard 
to this feature of the case. As far as can be ascertained, the stu- 
dents have sanctioned the appointment of a supervisor whose pow- 
ers are absolutely unknown to them. If there is to be a limit to his 
authority it should be generally known what that limit is, and if his 
power is to be absolute, this should be made public; in fact, it 
should have been made public before the students were allowed to 
votç on the question at all. 

These are matters, however, which, if they have not already 
been "settled will no doubt be satisfactorily dealt with in the near 
future. They are but incidental to the main issue which is that a 
concerted effort is being made to progress carefully in the develop- 
ment of undergraduate life, and in which the appointment of a con- 
troller is a step in the right direction. Whether or not the scheme 
works well, will depend, firstly, upon the personality of the man 
who is appointed to the position and, secondly, upon the extent and 
finality of his authority. The Students' Council has undoubtedly 
pursued the wisest course in adopting its policy of retrenchment and 
reaction. All that now remains to be done is to give the under- 
graduates full and definite information on these, and any other 
matters of vital concern to them.
